WALKER MOVES FOR DECLARING

At the regular meeting of the City 
Council held last Tuesday evening all 
of the members were in their seats. 

After the reading and approval of 
the minutes the following communi- 
cations were taken up: One from T. 
Stentiford asking that a street sign 
be placed on Crane avenue. 

One from F. W. Johnson asking per- 
mission to hold a street carnival and 
dance which permission was granted 
on the motion of Weeden and Walk- 
er. 

One from the Department of Public 
Health, Sacramento. 

One from the General Electric Com- 
pany and one from Cleverdon Com- 
pany Insurance Brokers was presented 
by City Attorney Whitworth all of 
which were placed on file. 

A communication from J. J. Shields, 
auditor of San Mateo county was read 
showing the total assessed valuation of 
all property in Menlo Park to be 
$875,175.

filed the same with the clerk. 

Councilman Harry Weeden report- 
ed back to the Council in regard to 
the Lighting District. He said he 
was informed the time to withdraw 
is in April, except with the consent 
of the Board of Supervisors. He ad- 
vised taking the matter up again at 
the first of the year. 

At this point Councilman Aliec 
Walker rose t ohis feet and stated 
this the Council had passed a reso- 
lution by a four fifths vote asking 
to withdraw from the Lighting Dis- 
trict and that City Attorney Whit- 
worth had been instructed to present 
the said resolution to the Board of 
Supervisors of San Mateo county, 
which he had not done. For this 
reason he made a motion that the 
City Attorney’s chair be declared va- 
cant and Councilman Blake seconded 
the motion. Walker was of the opin- 
ion that the City Attorney should do 
at he was ordered by the Council. 
Councilman Weeden rose to a point of 
order, stating that it was very un- 
just. 

City Attorney Whitworth stated that 
his reason for not presenting the reso- 
lution to the Supervisors was that it 


against his advice; he cited certain 
paragraphs from law books relating 
to the subject. He vigorously de- 
fended his action, and on the roll be- 
ing called the vote stood as follows: 

AYES: Councilmen Blake and 


Walker. 

NO: Councilmen Dale, Weeden and 
Ellis and the motion was lost. 

Councilman Weeden reported that 
many complaints had come to his at- 
tention in regard to the water situa- 
tion in Stanford Park. Some of the 
residents in that section state that 
they cannot get water and also that 
they want fire hydrants. The City 
Clerk was instructed to get in touch 
with Manager Britton of the water 
company and ask him to meet with 
the council, if possible on Thursday 
night to give them information and 
data relating to the matter. 

An ordinance was passed at its sec- 
ond reading and is published this 
week regulating the numbering of the 
business houses and reisdences in the 
city and providing a penalty for not 
complying with its provisions. 

Two ordinances were introduced and 
read for the rst time, one of which 
provides for the changing of the 
names cf certain streets within the 
city and the other fixing the amount 
of money to be raised by taxation 
upon taxable proverty in the city to 
raise money to carry on the various 
departments of the city government 
for the current year 1929-1930. 

On motion of Councilmen Walker 
and Weeden a resolution was adopt- 
ed accepting the offer of the Board 
of supervisors and fixing compensation 
to be charge by and paid o the county 
for assessing and collecting taxes of 
the city of Menlo Park. 

The matter of the application from 
the Veterans Welfare Board was tak- 
en up again by the City Attorney who 
said, “My recommendation to _ this 
Council is to to do with it as you 
see fit.” The matter was allowed to 
lay on the able. 

The question of street signs was dis- 
cussed and it was decided to get a few 
samples and prices before going any 
further. 

The budget for the fiscal year was 
discussed and laid over until Thurs- 
day. 

Whitworth advised tne Council that 
immediate actio nshould be taken in 
regard to the new law concerning the 
liability insurance for the citiy and on 
motion to matter was laid over and 
the Clerk instructed to ask the in- 
surance men of the city to attend & 
meeting on Thursday night.

Vital Changes In 
Motor Vehicle Act 


Including scores of changes of vital 
interest to every motorist in the State, 
CGalifornia’s new motor vehicle act 
became effective yesterday. 

The new act represents months of 
study by officials of the division of 
motor vehicles, safety groups and oth- 
er interested bodies and is regarded by 
Governor C. C, Young as one of the 
outstanding accomplishments of the 
1929 legislature. 

Outstanding in importance among 
the provisions of the new act was the 
creation of the California Highway 
Patrol, a change that will put all traf- 
fic squads now operating as independ- 
ent county units under a central head. 
completely controlled by tthe State. 
This change sponsored by Frank G. 
Snook, chief of the Division of Motor 
Vehicles, will be put into effect at 
once, Eugene Biscailuz, under sheriff 
of Los Angeles county, having been 
named to head the new patrol. Bis- 
cailuz will assume his new duties at 
once and will take active steps to per- 
féct the organization. 

Harry L. Huston, attorney for the 
division, who took a prominent part 
in drawtng the new act, today listed 
the following as among the major 
changes the new act will effect: 

Makes it unlawful to move any 
special mobile equipment over the 
highways such as well4boring ma- 
chines, ditch digging apparatus, etc, 
unless a sign with letters not less 
than two inches in height giving the 
owner’s name and address, is dispiay- 
ed. This dces not apply to self-propel- 
led vehicles. 

Redefines the term chauffeur to in- 
clude only such persons as are em- 
ployed by another to drive motor 
vehicles and receive compensation 
therefor. 

Requires that safety zones set aside 
for the exclusive use of pedestrians 
shall be plainly marked with buttons 
or vertical signs. 

Requires that pedestrians shall use 
his left edge of the highway.

Other defense witnesses called by 
Attorney Bullock were Dr. John N 
Blood of Redwood City, who testified 
that he had examined Flannigan ai 
the request of Mrs. Flannigan ana 
found him to have knee, head and 
shoulder injuries and to be in a high- 
ly nervous condition, and Mrs. Marie 
de Forest Emery of Palo Alto, who 
testified that Flannigan had been em- 
ployed by her as a nurse for her hus-

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Taxi Driver Draws 
Long Jail Sentence 


Edward Brister, Menlo Park taxi 
driver, entered a plea of guilty to as- 
sault in the Superior Court last Thurs- 
day and was sentenced by Judge Geo. 
H. Buck to serve four months in the 
county jail. 

Brister was arrested on July 19 on 
the complaint of a maid in the em- 
ploy of a wealthf family, who claimed 
Brister drove her to a secluded spct 
in the hills of Portola after she had 
engaged him to take her home from 
the midnight train in Mento, and then 
attempted to attack her. She escaped 
and finally found her way back to the 
home of her employer. 

Brister was charged with an assault 
with attempt to commit rape, but this 
was reduced to one of assault to which 
he plead guilty. 


BARTEL HOME ON ALAMEDA 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


A fire whit destroyer the Bartel 
home on the Alameda, early this week 
was caused by the filling of a lamp 
with gasoline instead of coal oil. 

It appears that Bartel called on @ 
fiend to get him a can of coal oil and 
in some manner the request was mis- 
understood and gasoline was purchas- 
ed. When the can was returned to 
Bartel he filled his lamp: and then 
attempted to light it. At his juncture 
it was discovered that something was 
wrong with the oil and Bartel made a 
desperate attempt to throw the lamp 
out of the back door. It struck the 
screen which inclosed the back porch 
and bounced back into the house and 
exploded. 

The fire department responded 
promptly when the alarm, which was 
delayed on account of Bartel not hav- 
ing a telephone, came in but the 
house was doomed before the appa 
ratus arrived, 

A report was circulated at the time 
that the gasoline had been supplied 
by the C. A. Berry service station 
instead of coal oil. Invesigation by a 
member of the Recorder staff proves 
that the oil DID NOT come from the 
Berry station, but that it was pur- 
chased else where and that the party

Tt is a well known and much dis- 
cussed fact that the frame buildings 
on the west side of the highway be- 
tween Oak Grove avenue and Santa 
Cruz avenue are veritable fire traps. 


Every one with any sense at all knows 
that a fire once well started will clean 
the block out and even our excellent 
fire department under the expert di- 
rection of Fire Chief Whitaker would 
not be able to put it out or even get 
it under control. 

Each and every merchant and busi- 
ness man _ beginning with Harry 
Chandler on the corner of Oak Grove 
avenue and the highway to the Re- 
corder office is paying his taxes and 
business license and it entitled to fire 
protection which he is NOT getting. 

It is about time our citiy council was 
adopting an ordinance protecting the 
building of open fires in the rear of 
such buildings and giving our citizens 
and businessmen some sort of protect- 
ion. 

As the matter stands at present 
some one is continually building open 
fires in the vacant space between the 
Masonic Hall Building and the Re- 
corder office for the purpose of burn- 
ing old paper, saw dust and rubbish 
and strange to Say that after the fire 
fis lit no one ever watches it even 
though it may burn for hours, and

SETTLEMENT EFFECTED IN 
AUTO CRASH DAMAGE CASE 


According to E. M. Ranking, agent 
of the Union Automobile Insurance 
Company, the claims of Mrs. Acord 
and her daughter, and Miss Bear, all 
oi Menlo Park, against Nellie oO. 
Holmes of the Yellow Lantern, aris- 
ing out of an automobile accident in 
September, 1927, in which the three 
former persons were riding with Mrs. 
Holmes in her machine, were settled 
out of court, Miss Bear receiving 
$1000 cash and the two others $750 
each. Law suits were instigated by 
Mrs. Acord, her daughter and Miss 
Bear against Mrs. Holmes, with the 
resultant compromise by the Union 
Automobile Insurance Company. The 
accident occurred in front of Pitt’s 
Barbecue, the Holmes machine and 
the other machine involved being bad- 
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with a little wind flying sparks or 
burning paper could easily ignite this 
whole block. 

The Fire Chief and Chief of Police 
have both been appealed to and have 
done their best to put a stop to these 
fires but to no avail. Their hands 
are tied. There is no ordinance or 
Jaw against it. 

On appealing to a member of the 
Council to have something done about 
the matter, the questioner was met 
with a smile and ths remark that it 
would be a good thing for the city 
if the old buildings were burned 
down. 

WHAT protection do we get at this 
rate, when it is considered that in- 
surance at $5 to $6 per $100 is so high 
that the people doing business in this 
particular block can’t afford to carry 
it and would themselves have to take 
most of the loss themselves. And this 
fire risk and _ exhorbitant insurance 
rate prevails throughout the city as 
there is no law on the books to pre- 
vent these fires. 

It is up to our citizens to see that 
this matter is remested at once, to 
compel the Council if necessary to 
Pass the proper fire protection ordi- 
nance.
